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DETAILED ACTION 

Claim Objections 

1. Claim 21 is objected to because of the following informalities: it appears that the 
claim should refer to "analyzing a frequency spectrum" to more clearly set forth the 
invention. Appropriate correction is required. 

Claim Rejections - 35 USC §112 

2. The following is a quotation of the second paragraph of 35 U.S.C. 112: 

The specification shall conclude with one or more claims particularly pointing out and distinctly 
claiming the subject matter which the applicant regards as his invention. 

3. Claims 18 - 22 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 112, second paragraph, as being 
indefinite for failing to particularly point out and distinctly claim the subject matter which 
applicant regards as the invention. The subject matter covered by claim 18 is unclear, 
as the phrase "by sensing whether the at least one sensor is secured to the living 
tissue" appears to imply that a physical measurement is performed wherein Applicant's 
invention is directed to analyzing the data signal to decide/determine if the sensor is 
secured. That is, processing steps, not physical measurement steps, do the 
determination. 

Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 102 

4. The following is a quotation of the appropriate paragraphs of 35 U.S.C. 102 that 
form the basis for the rejections under this section made in this Office action: 

A person shall be entitled to a patent unless - 

(e) the invention was described in (1) an application for patent, published under section 122(b), by 
another filed in the United States before the invention by the applicant for patent or (2) a patent 
granted on an application for patent by another filed in the United States before the invention by the 
applicant for patent, except that an international application filed under the treaty defined in section 
351(a) shall have the effects for purposes of this subsection of an application filed in the United States 
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only if the international application designated the United States and was published under Article 21(2) 
of such treaty in the English language. 

5. Claims 18-20 and 22 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 102(e) as being anticipated 
by Pologe et al. Pologe et al. teach a pulse oximetry system that includes analyzing 
detected red and infrared signals (column 7, line 33 - column 9, line 10) with regression 
fitting data and computation of correlation values (column 10, line 55 - column 11, line 
14). Results are analyzed to determine probe off conditions (column 11, lines 15-53) 
and alarms may be generated when error conditions exist (column 4, lines 57 - 61). 

Allowable Subject Matter 

6. The following is a statement of reasons for the indication of allowable subject 
matter: In addition to Pologe et al. and the references cited by Applicant, Nichols et al. 
(column 5, lines 15-22) and Poison et al. (column 9, lines 17-23) teach oximetry 
systems that include processing of measured signals to determine probe off conditions. 
However, none of the prior art teaches or suggests, either alone or in combination, a 
method for determining an operational status of a system for measuring a physiological 
parameter, that includes a determining step that analyzes a frequency spectrum to 
determine a percentage of energy contained in a subset of the spectrum, in combination 
with the other claimed steps. 

7. Claim 21 would be allowable if rewritten to overcome the objections and 
rejection(s) under 35 U.S.C. 112, 2nd paragraph, set forth in this Office action and to 
include all of the limitations of the base claim and any intervening claims.
